THOMAS POWELL HIGGINSON 

A gloom was cast over the commun- 
ity Monday when it was learned that 
Thomas Powell Higginson had passed 
away that day. He had been poorly 
for some time and little hope could 
be held out for his recovery. The 
late Mr. Higginson was born on April 
16th, 1860, at Weston, Under-Red- 
Castle, Shropshire, England, and wags 
educated at Elmfield College, York. 
He was a successful business man in 
Liverpool, England, from the years 
1880 to 1905, when he came to Can- 
ada and farmed in the vicinity of Bow- 
manville, Ont, until the year 1911, 
He then came to the Wetaskiwin dis- 
trict and settled east of the city. In 


to 25 per cent completed, while in the 
central and northern districts har- 
vesting operations have just com- 
menced, and will not be general for a 
fortnight. In the southern areas late 
rains have improved the grain crops 
somewhat, and warm weather has aid- 
ed the filling process to such an ex- 
tent ‘that yields in some districts will 
be larger than at first anticipated. 
Notwithstanding the late rains, how- 
ever, there is a very large area in 
southeastern Alberta where the yields 
will be extremely light, and where 
much of what grain there is will be 
cut with headers, This process is now 
going on, and has been somewhat 
hampered in many districts by heavy 
growths of- weeds, developed as a re- 
sult of the late rains, 

In the central and northern dis- 
tricts, chiefly in the districts adjacent 
to and north of Edmonton, heavy rain 
in the past week or two has somewhat 
retarded the ripening process, and 
harvesting will consequently be de- 
layed another week or two. In these 


ern districts where the grain crop is 
light, there will be sufficient feed of 
a kind to carry many farmers through 
the winter season. Grass has improv- 
ed in growth, oats and barley crops 
are filling satisfactorily, and other 
feed crops promise well. The corn 
crop in southern districts, of which 
there is an acreage this year double 
that of last year, will be very satis- 
factory for fodder, although the early 
conditions were not such as to bring 
much of this crop to maturity. The 
second cutting of alfalfa is about com: 
pleted, and has yielded fairly heavy. 

The labor situation is being handled 
effectively by the provincial labor 
bureaus in cooperation with the local 
U.P.A. and other organizations. De- 
mand for harvest help has become 
keen in southwestern districts in the 
past week, but is being met satisfac- 
torily. No labor shortage is reported 
from any point.

We must cease to teach our children 
in their mother’s milk and in table 
conversation that it is unfortunate 
that they were born where they were 
and that they should as soon as pos- 
sible find a better place in which to 
live and die. That all the country is 
good for is to make a fortune in and 
never to make a home.” 

Mr. Irwin spoke frankly to the bus- 
iness men out of his own eight years 
of business training, He said that 
there should be a fellowship in bank- 
ing, a fellowship in purchasing, a fel- 
lowship that would make doing busi- 
ness a pleasure and tie the people up 
in loyalty to the community, as can- 
not be done where business consists 
in hard cold deals. 

The speaker concluded his address 
with an appeal for a better under: 
standing in civic affairs. It is too 
much a case of electing a council to 
tell the people what they have to do, 
and the people saying “Make us do it 
if you can.” 

He declared “There is no financial 
problem in Wetaskiwin, there is a 
psychological problem, If the minds 
of our citizens could be changed to- 
ward our financial condition our preb-

MYSTERIOUS MALADY > 
ATTACKS CHAUVIN 


Chauvin, Alta, Aug. 30—An epi- 
demic of sickness amongst the chil- 
dren, which has been diagnosed by 
the local doctors as infantile paral- 
ysis, has been prevalent here for over 
a month. It showe no signs of abat- 
ing, new cases developing alarmingly 
with no evidence of contact with quar- 
antined patients. 

The trouble broke out first in the 
family of Oliver St. Pierre, a farmer 
living on the outskirts of the village, 
who had been supplying Chauvin with 
milk. Since then it has attacked fam- 
ilies here and there, in both village 
and country districts. 

The symptoms are high fever, with 
vomiting and loss of pewer in some 
part of the body. Some cases are 
worse than others, but all show a 
palsied condition more or less. But 
the peculiar feature of the malady, 
which baffles local and provincial 
medical men, is that while infantile 
paralysis is commonly supposed to be 
confined to children urder fifteen, the 
Chauvin variety seems infectious to 
adults as well. 

Pratt Perry, secretary of the agri- 
cultural society, has been taken ser- 
iously ill with a malady which shows 
all the symptoms of the same trouble.

WEST’S BUTTER 
SWEEPS BOARDS; 
EAST WONDERS 


_———— 


Toronto, Aug. 30.—In an editorial 
dealing with the success of butter 
from western Canada in competition 
with that from eastern Canada at the 
National exhibition here, the Globe to- 
day says: 

“Once more the western provinces 
have carried off nearly all the prizes 
for creamery products at the Cana- 
dian National exhibition. In the six 
classes with nine awards in each class 
only one Ontario creamery obtained a 
place, as did also one from Nova Sco- 
tia, All the remaining prizes went to 
creameries of the three prairie pro- 
vinces, 

“Some dairy experts claim that the 
manner jin which the provincial gov- 
ernments of the west took hold of the 
creamery industry years ago is re- 
sponsible for the success now attain- 
ed. These western creameries were 
practically rin as government insti- 
tutions with the men in charge work- 
ing as government officials. Of course 
st¢h arrangements were not intended 
to be permanent, and now private ow- 
nership and operation with the mini- 
mum of government supervision are 
gradually being worked out. The main 
Durpose seems to be achieved, which 
was the assurance of a first class 
dairy product. Dairy men argue that 
the start. was made along the right 
lines in the west.

Winnipeg, Aug. 80—During the past 
week the weather throughout the 
prairie provinces has been clear and 
moderately warm with local rains in 
sectional districts of each province, 
according to the weekly crop report 
issued today by the Canadian Pacific 
railway’s agricultural department. 
The rain has not been sufficiently 
heavy, however, to retard harvesting 
where work had already commenced. 
Ideal ripening conditions now exist, 
and wheat harvesting, which has al- 
ready begun on a limited seale, is fast 
becoming general. Rye cutting is 
completed and considerable thresh- 
ing is done, and the outturn on the 
whole is better than was expected. 
The report states labor supply in the 
west is equal to present demand and 
is augmented by eastern harvesters 
and farmers from dried out areas as 
work advances, Livestock  reecipts 
on local markets continue heavy and 
prices are steady, 

Crops in Manitoba are favorable, 
and all but very late cereals are 
reaching maturity without rust dam- 
age. The yield promises well above 
average and the sample is good, Con- 
siderable wheat cutting has already 
been accomplished and this operation 
is practically general throughout the 
provinee, though temporarily retard: , 
ed in some sections by rain toward 
the week end, In the province — of 
Saskatchewan the appearance of 
grain fields greatly changed during 
ihe past week, the weather being fair- 
ly warm and favorable for ripening 
of crop. Wheat cutting has com- 
menced in a number of districts, prin- 
cipally in the south, but is now be-

HIGHER PERCENTAGE 
OF CREAM GRADED 
SPECIAL THIS YEAR 


An increase of five per cent in the 
amount of cream that graded special, 
and an increase of 3.2 per cent in 
that which graded No. 1, is reported 
in this province for the first seven 
months of the year as compared with 
1923, by Dairy Commissioner Marker, 
which indicates that Alberta farmers 
are producing a higher standard of 
cream this year than in the year pre- 
vious, 

So far this year 45.9 per cent of 
the cream has graded special as 
compared with 40.9 last year, while 
the percentage of cream which was 
graded No. 1 this year has been 39.9 
as compared with 36.7 for the corres- 
ponding period a year ago. 

The, increase is attributed to the 
farmers making more of a specialty 
of the dairy business rather than a 
sideline as in the past.

This was our first 
experience in riding in continental 
trains, and it was a novel one. In 
some ways the European train has 
its advantages, there being more pri- 
vacy for one thing. There are several 
types of railway carriages and most 
of the people travel second class, We 
quite often travelled third class and 
nearly always found the carriages 
clean and commodious. Some coaches 
are connected by aisles, some have 
separate compartments with accom- 
modation for ten people. The Eng- 
lish trains are low set and one steps 
right out onto the platform, which is 
on a level with the floor of the train. 
Traffic is disposed of so much more 
quickly on that account. The trains, 
being lighter, run so much more 
smoothly and noiselessly than ours. 
Before they are well out of the station 
they have gathered a speed of 30 to 
40) miles an hour, and this speed con- 
tinues to increase until the train ay- 
erages about 60 miles an hour. Some 
trains run even

Here we learned 
much of interest about Belgian affairs, 
We were welcomed in a most beau- 
tiful reception hall of many’ chande- 
liers and mirrors. After listening to 
the addresses we went through the 
building and inspected the commons 
and senate chambers. In these rooms 
there are many fine paintings, some 
of them representing the kings and 
queens of Belcium taking the oath of 
allegiance. We found the senate 
chamber os cially interesting, as it

Replying to a letter which appeared 
in your issue of August 14th, written 
by J. H. Hodson, regarding the pro- 
secution of the manager of the Mea- 
dowbrook Creamery. 

By way of explanation I may say 
I was in the south part of the pro- 
vince when this letter was printed, 
and upon my return home it was 
Drought to my notice. After reading 
it over I doubted the accuracy of 
some of the statements, so I thought 
it best to make sure of the facts, for 
I believe it is facts the people want 
these days. 

The second paragraph of Mr. Hod- 
son’s letter says that Mr, Larson of 
the Meadowbrook Creamery, Alix, 
wag fined the sum of $140.00 for pay: 
ing too much for cream, This state- 
ment is not a fact. Mr. Larson was 
fined for discrimination, as any oth- 
er individual, for not paying the same 


price for all the cream of the same; 


| 
the work of cutting, and a week 


grade that he had purchased on that 
day. 

There is no regulation in the Datry- 
man’s act or any other statute which 
prevents the purchaser of cream or 
butterfat from paying as much as he 
likes for such cream. 

The law does say that he should 
pay all men from whom he purchases 
cream the same price for the same 
grade, and this is the basis on which 
this prosecution was made. (See 
Chapter 162, Sec. 47.) It should sat- 
isfy any one. 

My information is as follows: 

Two shipments of cream came in by 
train the same day from different 
points. The government grader gra- 
ded both samples No, 1. They went 
down on the creamery's books as No. 
1, but when remittance was made one 
man was paid for No. 1 and the other 
for special. Some might be wonder- 
ing why this manager did this. The 
sample he raised one grade was 
cream that sometimes went to an- 
other creamery. 

The fifth paragraph of this letter 
gays that the government of Alberta 
has enacted a law destructive of com- 
petition in cream buying and that Mr. 
Larson was punished because — he 
chose to give a more equitable price 
for cream than the general run of 
creameries. There is no such law 
in the province, and as [ have already 


Iby an unknown assailant. 


stated that if any creamery company 
wishes to pay a higher price than that 
set by the dairymen, he is allowed to 
do so, as long as he will treat every 
one alike, 

The very protection for the devel- 
opment of cooperative creameries lies 
in this clause, since it compels eveay 
one to pay for cream on the same ha- 
sis. 

The people who are interested in 
the dairy business should realize how 
far ahead this province is at present 
in regard to the quality that it’ pro- 
duces. The standing of our butter in 
the world’s market is ahead gf any 
other part of the world except Den- 
mark and New Zealand, So if we are 
to further develop an export business 
in this line we must always keep qual- 
ity in mind and carefully guard any 
action that would tend to lower that 
quality,

Spray Lakes power development 
will be commenced this fall, accord- 
‘ing to anannouncement by Premier 
;Greenficld. Borings at the site of 
the proposed dam and tunnel, which 
are required for purposes of informa- 
tion, will be made, and the work is 
to be started at once, it is understood 
‘and continued until snow flies. 
| Arrangements have been completed 
| between the government and the Cal- 
gary Power company, with the ap- 
proval of the dominion authorities, by 
which these borings will be made by 
ithe company, on the condition that if 
the government decides to undertake 
the development as a public utility 
scheme, it will take over the works 
and remunerate the company for 
whatever outlay has been made. This 
plan has been agreed to by all parties 
concerned, and there is nothing fur- 
ther to stand in the way of an early 
beginning of the work. 

The report of the Ontario hydro-el- 
ectric commission on the scheme, for 
which the government has been wait- 
ing, has been delayed and will not be 
available, it now appears, for some 
weeks yet. Premier Greenfield says 
the government has decided, in view 
of this fact, to proceed under a pro- 
visional arrangement with the Cal- 
gary company, which has been eager 
to get to work before the season is 
gone. The plan agreed upon will still 
assure full protection of public rights, 
he points out. 


TEN DAYS BEFORE

Calgary, Aug. 80—Harvesting has 
commenced in many parts of Alberta, 
but will not be general for the next 
week or ten days, according to re- 
ports from the Calgary Herald’s spec- 
ial correspondents. The recent rains 
have helped considerably in filling 
out the crops, but have generally de- 


or so of hot dry weather is needed to 
assure the usual high quality of wes- 
tern grain. On summerfallow the 
yield is estimated at from twenty to 
thirty-five bushels per acre, while on 
stubble from nil to twelve bushels 
appears to be the general average. 
Hay and feed conditions from’ all 
over the province are reported to be 
good and there is little fear but that 
the stock will come through the win- 
ter in good shape. Labor to take 
off the crop is apparently sufficient 
at all points, and but a few men are 
needed in any particular district, 
The quality of the grain will largely 
depend upon the weather conditions 
in the next week or ten days.

NEW INVENTIONS 
FOR THE FARMERS 
OF ALBERTA 


Patents on two inventions which 
promise to advance the agricultural 
industry in Alberta a long step for- 
ward have recently been secured by 
the Alberta department: of agriculture 
through the efforts of Hon. Geo. Hoad- 
ley, minister of agriculture. 


One of these inventions, created by 
three farmers resident in the Sedge- 
wick district, is a new ensilage cut- 
ter which is designed to eliminate 
much of the labor entailed in harvest- 
ing heavy ensilage crops, The inven- 
tion is a machine drawn by three 
horses, which not only cuts the crop 
but algo cuts up the ensilage and 
dumps it into a wagon travelling 
alongside, Those who have handled 
heavy crops of sunflowers will real- 
ize what a boon such a machine would 
prove to be, Some time ago Mr. Hoad- 
ley took the invention up, and has 
had a machine manufactured for test 
purposes. He has also secured the 
patent rights on it for the three wes- 
tern provinces. During the next few 
weeks tests of the machine are to be 
carried out st Lethbridge, High Riv- 
er, Strathmore, Olds, Lacombe and 
Edmonton. ‘The machine is at pres- 
ent at the experimental farm at Leth- 
bridge, where it will remain for some 
days, then move to High River, and 
will be at Strathmore the week fol- 
lowing. Farmers are urged to attend 
demonstrations of the machine if pos- 
sible. It is the purpose of the depart- 
ment, if the demonstrations are sat- 
isfactory, to have the machine manu- 
factured and made obtainable to the 
farmers of the west at cost. It is be- 
lieved such a machine would be of an 
immense advantage and a stimulus to 
the dairy industry, making it much 
easier to put up a feed crop for winter 
months, 

The other invention with which the 
department is concerned is that of a 
machine placed on grain separators 
designed to clean wheat of all weed 
seeds without interfering with exist- 
ing weed cleaning apparatus on the 
separator. The experiment with this 
attachment has been in the hands of 
W. J. Stephen, field crops commis- 
sioner, and has been brought to such 
a satisfactory stage that several are 
being manufactured for tests this fall. 
The machine is designed with the ul- 
timate purpose of freeing the province 


of the wee menace with the eventual, 


saving of millions of dollars and it 
should: alsb -have the effect of freeing 
for use in feeding, the screenings that 
can only now be used under strictest 
regulations because of their weed dan- 
gers, Mr. Hoadley’s chief hope in 
connection with this invention is that 
it will make it possible to deal with 
weed seeds in grain once and for all 
on the very farm on which they are 
produced, so that there will be no 
weed seeds travelling about in the 
grain after it leaves the farm.

BOYLE JUDGE TRIAL 
COURT OF ALBERTA 


Ottawa, Aug. 31—Appointments to 
the supreme court of Alberta, conse- 
quent on the death of Chief Justice 
D. L. Scott, were announced here yes- 
terday. 


Horace Harvey, chief justice of the 
trial division of the supreme court, 
becomes chief justice of Alberta, and 
president of the appellate division of 
the supreme court, 

Wm. Charles Simmons, judge of the 
trial division, is elevated to the chief 
judgeship of that division and becomes 
ex-officio a judge of the appellate div- 
ision of the supreme court. 

The vacancy on the trial division is 
filled” by the appointment of J. R. 
Boyle, K. C., of Edmonton, who suc- 
ceeded Charles Stewart, now minis- 
ter of the interior in the federal gov- 
ernment, as leader of the opposition 
in the Alberta legislature. Mr, Boyle 
is appointed a judge of the trial div- 
ision and ex-officio a judge of the ap- 
pellate division of the supreme court.
